Once tattooed, always tattooed, was 
formerly the rule; but a French arm y 
surgeon, Dr. Tranchant, has discover­ 
ed a method 
of removing 
tattoo 
m arks, whether made with India ink 
or lampblack.

ture, the process consists of first rub­ 
bing the skin until a thin layer of the 
surface is worn away, then applying a 
m ixture of lime, slacked just before 
use, and powdered phosphorus. 
The 
tattooed part having been coated with 
tlfis paste, a piece of gauze is laid 
over it, covered with a bandage. 
The 
dressing i b removed after 48 hours. 
The scab is allowed to dry in the air, 
and comes away in about a fortnight, 
without leaving a scar. 
If any trace 
of the tattooing then remains, the 
treatm ent is repeated. 
Dr. Tranchant 
claims to have applied this treatm ent 
in a great many cases with perfect 
success.

indicates, “from the simpl!*st business 
transactions to a gigantic project in 
volving the sale of worthless stock in 
fake mining companies and imaginary 
and fictitious institutions existing only 
on paper or in the minds of the pro­ 
moter?.*’ 
“The (b'tcrmination to brin^ those 
promoters into court and obtain pris 
on sentences against them has proved 
very successful. 
In no instance, as 
fas as know ll to this office, has a per­ 
son convicted on a criminal charge 
of this kind attempted to reorganize 
his scheme under a new name. 
“The result of the year’s work has 
developed the fact that these fraud 
manipulators are a distinct i .ass of 
criminals, some of them moving in 
the liighest social and businesa cir­

Charles Wells, the 
plunger 
known 
throughout Europe as “ Monte Carlo” 
Wells, and a woman calling herself 
Jeanne Peris, were arrested on board 
the yacht Excelsior here on a charge 
of obtaining *150,000 by fraud. 


Wells and the young woman, who 
is fiassing us nis niece, have been in 
Falmouth several weeks living quietly 
on the yacht. 
Wells devoted most of 
his time to fishing. 
The agrest wras 
effected Quietly in tile yacht’s cabin 
and the pair was taken to the police 
station, whore Wells said: 


"I am the man about whom was 
written the song, 
‘The 
Man 
Who 
Broke the Bank at Monte Carlo.’ ” 
The police assert he is identical 
with the Luc ten Rivier who vanished 
suddenly from Paris last April after 
effecting a brilliant coup by promising 
to pay small investors I per cent a 
day on all money deposited w ith him. 
Vt first the bait was taken by only a 
few dupes, but later, as the interest 
was paid regularly, an enormous busi­ 
ness was done. 
When Rivier had col­ 
lected $1,750,000 from France he dis­ 
appeared 
The Paris detectives sus­ 
pected that Al lie. Peris had fled with 
Rivier and set a watch on her sister. 
Their vigilance was rewarded by let­ 
ters that gave them the clew' which 
they followed to this place. 
Charles Hill Wells got his Mtle of 
“The man who broke the bank at 
Monte Carlo ’ in 1891, when he play­ 
ed. night after night, a “ system” that 
“ broke” the bank half a dozen times 
md pift $380,000 in winnings, he said, 
in his pocket. 
He bought a steam 
yacht and made a stir in London. 
In 1893 Wells was arrested in Lon­ 
don and sentenced to seven years in 
prison on charges of fraud. 
It was 
said he got $150,000 from Miss Mary 
C. Phillimore and others, who in­ 
vested in his scheme to break the 
bank at Monte Carlo. 


The chief point in the “ system” 
was to catch runs or series and then 
bet either way. 
On one occasion he 
used up all the big notes at the Ca­ 
sino. 
He insured himself against the 
bank’s chance by setting aside $5,000 
a day as a special fund.

turned Friday morning. 
The convicted 
man 
entered

court room at 11:08 o’clock in charge 
of Deputy Sheriffs Card and ^mith. 
When he wfas seated Circuit .fudge 
Shain called the court to order, and 
addressing Jones, said: 
“Mr. John L Jones: 
I nor; read 
to you the full text of the verdict of 
the jury empaneled and sworn to try 
the cause pending in this court against 
you: 
“ ‘Sedalia, Mo., Jan. 19, 1912. 
We, 
the jury, find the defendant guilty of 
murder in the first degree in manner 
and form as charged in the informa­ 
tion, and assess his punishment at 
death. 
(Signed)—J. R. Field, Fore­ 
man.’ 
“Mr. Jones, it now becomes my duty 
under the law of this commonwealth 
of Missouri to ask you whether you 
have any legal cause to show w'hy 
judgment should not be pronounced 
against you?” 
Jones made no reply to this ques­ 
tion, hut glanced 
at 
his 
attorney, 
Claude Wilkerson, who signified to 
the court that his client had nothing 
to say by a Bhake of the head. 
The court then, further addressing 
the prisoner, said: 
“Mr. Jones you having expressed to 
the court no sufficient legal cause wffiy 
judgment should not be pronounced 
it becomes my duty, under my judi­ 
cial 
oath, 
to 
pronounce judgment 
against you.. 
“Mr. Jones, you will please arise.” 
With Jones standing 
before 
him, 
Judge Shain then spoke as follow’s: 
“Mr. John L. Jones, in conformity 
with the verdict handed in to this 
court by the 
jury 
impaneled 
and 
sw'orn to try the cause of the state of 
Missouri against John L. Jones, and 
in obedience to the law governing me 
as judge of this thirtieth judicial cir­ 
cuit of Missouri, I now pronounce the 
judgment and sentence of this court: 
The judgment of this court is that 
vou suffer the death penalty, and it is 
the sentence of this court that you 
be taken by the sheriff of this county 
to some convenient and lawful place, 
and on the 8th day of March, 1912, 
that you be hanged by him by the 
neck until you are dead. So help you 
God and may He have mercy upon 
your soul.” 
The sentence seemed to have little 
if any effect upon Jones. He appeared 
unmoved and wTore the same look as 
when the jury’s verdict was read to 
him Friday, with the exception of a 
single tear, which he wiped from his 
eye. 
Judge Shain was deeply affected by 
the unpleasant duty he was called 
upon to perform as judge of the court 
in which the man wras convicted 
After the rentence had been pro­ 
nounced, Judge Shain said to the con­ 
victed man that the court had tried 
to give him a fair and impartial trial, 
and that he understood that not a 
stone was to be left unturned toward 
taking prope- steps for an appeal to 
the higher court, and that he would | 
see that the necessary affidavits were 
made, showing that Jones was a poor 
man, that the state might bear the 
expense of such appeal 
to 
the su­ 
preme court of the state. 
This cost, 
the judge stated, would amount to 
about $300. Having finished the court 
directed the sheriff to take the pris­ 
oner back to jail. 
In deference to the wishes of the 
attorneys who had defended him and 
to the feelings of Jones himself, the 
judge had the convicted man quietly 
brought into court during the morn­ 
ing session aud the sentence was 
pronounced in the presence of an au­ 
dience of only about fifty people, thus 
avoiding the crowd of curious people 
anxious to be present. 
This terminates, for a 
while 
at 
least, one of the most important and 
interesting eases that has been tried 
in the criminal division of the Pettis 
county circuit court in many years.
